‘Swiss-Polish Treaty 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 
‘From Mr, R. H. LANDMAN. 


Sia, —Is %& too late to hope that the 
Swiss Government may yet reconsider its 
decision to surrender to the. Polish 
Government heirless Jewish property in 
Swiss banks and institutions, an action 
which causes concern to many like myself 


who are both Jews and admirers of the 


Swiss way of hfe ? 


Your leading article of February 3) 


admirably siates the position, but there 
is a legal aspect to the problem which 
t feel calls for comment. 
the statement issued by the Swiss Pedera! 
authorities and forwarded to you by the 
Swiss Legation in London, the Swiss 
Goverament justifies.its action by stating 
that the agreement to transier the assets 


to the Polish Government is a purely 


technical matter, which: does not alter 
the legal position or confer on the Polish 


Government any rights which it does nov. 
already possess, that Potish 
Government is in fact; apart altogether 


entitled to the hetr- 
less property of Polish nationals in Swit- 
zeriand. 

Your readers should know, ‘Sir, that the 
Foreign Affairs Commitice of the Anglo- 


Jewish Association . has received an

A Family Reminiscence | 
From Mr. JULIAN MELTZER.

squad of warders who guarded the 
accused Jews inside and outside the 
courtroom... 

Even now, in his 87th year, he dis- 
tinctly recalls many incidents of that hear- 
ing years ago, and the final revela- 


_tion of the perjury committed by a 


frightened non-Jewish serving-girl as well 
as the “confession” extorted under 
inuimidation by the Hungarian police 
from an eight-year-old Jewish boy, son 
of one of thé accused. Father recalls. 
too, the acclamation in court when -the 
presiding judge allowed the appeal..and 
quashed the indictment. For some years 
he had;a suitably inscribed gold waich, 
given to him by the Jewish accused in 
gratitude for their kind treatment by the 
tellow-Jew police corporal.

BROADCASTS ON 
SABBATH 


Israel Service 
Critietsed 
To the Editor of THe Jewtsu Curonicie 


_Six.—Shiddurim Lagolah is the new 
broadcasting service of the Zionist move- 
ment in Kaew which enables Jews 
throughout the Golah to hear at a Cer- 
tain hour every evening first-hand news 
about events in the Holy Land. On prin- 
ciple, this. is rather a useful innovation. 
since Jews all over the world will we!- 
come any effort directed at strengthening 
the ties with Jecir brethren in Israel. 

It is somsvhat surprising, however. 
that such. a service should be the 
monopoly of a political party and not be 
run by Kol Israel, the official broadcast- 


corporation in Israel. kt -would 
hardly. be thinkable that the British 
Labour Party could monopolise the 


Overseas Service of the B.B.C.. or even 
part. thereof. Free broadcasting, like 
free speech is one of the. basic ‘founda- 
tions of a democratic State and if the 
Israel authorities choose to allocate cer- 
tain programmes to political parties, why 
ionist Organisation only ? 

This, however, ts not the most dis- 
tressing aspect of Shiddurim Lagolah. 
Jews the world over will be amazed at 
the fact that this service is also being 
broadcast on Sabbath. It ts a prophetic 
saying that “ from Zion shal! come forth 
the ‘Torah and the word of the Lord 
from Jerusalem.” Yet, instead. of hear- 
mg “the word of the Lord from Jeru- 
salem “ we are witnessing from the very 
same city a most flagrant breach of the 
‘Lord’s Sabbath. What irony! What a 
high-handed action by those who them- 
selves. have publicly acknowledged that 
had it not‘ been for divine -intervention 
there would not be a Jewish Siate io-day ' 
But all this is done barely two years

murderers, They promised to present a 
full report of their investigations at a 
second special meeting of the Armistice 
Commission later this week.
